doing right and that it was God's will. 
When the bullets commenced to hit 
me then I had a. revelation. 
I am 


glad to be hack and want to stand for 
anything that God wills. Oh! it is ter- 
rible, terrible! 


•'I had a nice farm' in Oklahoma and 


was doing well when 'I believed I was 
called. 
Now I have no money, my 


children have left me and I have mur- 
dered innocent men. 


"I'm up a stump, brother. But it 


was all the;fault of the faith. I saw it 
all as soon; as that bullet hit me. I 
expect to bie killed. I don't care how 
quickly it comes. I only want time to 
write a letjtbr to my followers -and tell 
them .that! j.he faith wns wrong." 


Sharp professed to have received a 


rev-elationirrthffGod1 to preach and he 
said that he believed the Lord would 
protect him; and his flock from harm 
at the hands 
of their 
enemies, in 


which manner he spoke of the police. 
The band'had gone armed ever since 
they fought with the Canadian police 
a year or BO ago. 


Tried to Kill Himself. 


Sharp told the police he tried to kill 


himself immediately after the figh'.. 
but could not get the cartridge into 
the chamber of his revolver. 


"If you wanted to die all you had to 


do was to walk out into the street," 
said Captain Whitsell. 


"Yes, but when I found the gun 


would not work it strengthened my 
faith a little and 1 thought the Lord 
wanted 
mo 
to escape,"- was 
the 


prophet's answer. 
. In Tuesday's fight Sharp was wound 
ed in both hands while a third bullet 
passed through his hat brim and an 
other through his coat lapel. 


When told her husband was cap-1 


tured and that lie had been wounded, 
Mrs. Sharp,, who also is in jail, said: 
"Then there's little for me to pin my

By whegi was the building of the 


temple of tlie living God, commonly 
called "Solomon's Temple," planned? 
King David Sad tie plan of the tem- 
ple In every detail ready to pass over 
to his son. King Solomon: "The 
pattern of all Xhat be had by the Spir- 
it" (I. Chron. 28: 12). So Moses had 
received from God the pattern of the 
Tabernacle (Heb 8: 5). The pattern 
given to King David Included, not 
only the temple building, but the form 
of services as -well, the Itiod and num- 
bers o£ -vessels to be used therein, 
and the manner of ministrations by 
the priests and Levltes. And King 
David had treasure to pass over to 
King Solomon which he had gathered 
for the building of the temple, to tho 
amount of five hundred tons of gold, 
more than one thousand tons of sli- 
ver, 
about elev-o sundrcd tons of 


brass, and six thousand tons of irou 
. chiefly for tools. This treasure came 


largely from the spoils ot war, and 
from royal gifts to King David (I 
Chron. IB). 
And 
tho people ha-1 


made gifts toward the building fund 
•which "wiih perfect heart they of- 
fered -wllUajily to the Lord." The sur- 
render of this .treasure to the young 
king followed by a wonderful prayer 
by tho agc,d ilng were the last acts 
of his life. 


Still other materials were needed 


for the bonding of the temple, parti- 
cularly the m>ofi, which King Solo- 
mon obtained through .treaty with Hi- 
ram, king of Tyre, who had cedars of 
Lebanon to giro King Solomon in ex- 
change tor wheat and -oil.

Only seven years and a half. One 


hundred and .eighty-three thousand 
elx hundred persons were employed 
in construction. Thirty thousand of 
the builders were Jews, the others 
Phoenicians. The time used in the 
building it incredibly short, -when 
compared jriji the Cathedral of Co- 
logne, more £haa five hundred years 
In building: fit. Peter's at. Rome, over 
three hundred years, and the Duomo 
at

years. The marvelous thing stated 
about the building is that there -was 
"neither hammer nor axe, nor anj 
tool of iron heard In the house while 
It was in building" (I. Kings R: 7). 


The real -workshops were in quar 


rles underground, where travelers to 
day are taken, to visit the "Roya 
Caverns," close by the Damascus gat 


. of Jerusalem, and there they can se 
great Hock? of half-wrought •work 
and shelves where the workmen pii 
their lamps. It was in these quarrls

Where was the temple built? On 


Mt. Moriah, a place always sacred tc 
the Jewish people because upon its 
top Abraham had built an altar, and 
laid on it his son Isaac in obedience 
to the command of God. The tem- 
ple area 
contained 
about 
twelve 


acres; the 
sides of the mountain 


being built up with stupendous ma- 
sonry to make so large a space on 
the mountain top. The Mohamme- 
dans are in possession of the temple 
site now. and they consider it a sa- 
legend connected with Mohammed, 
j 


cred place, having Invented a foolish; 


'What was the appearance of the 


temple? The exterior was "a mass of 
snowy marble and gold against the 
half encircling green background of 
Olivet." resting at the top of a series 
of terraces, the lowest 
of which 


formed the court of the gentiles; the 
next, the court of the women; then 
the court of Israel, then the court of 
the priests. The temple itself was uot 
a large building — one hundred and 
twenty feet long by sixty feet wide and 
thirty feet high. There was. however, 


porch in the front, which rose to the 
eight of one hundred and eighty feet, 
ompare these dimensions with your • 
hurch. At the entrance door stood 
wo bronze plllarn, thirty feet high, 
and nearly six feet in diameter. These 
vere named Jachin and Boaz. The in- 
erlor of the temple was built ot cedar, 
lated with gold — gold beaten into 
ilaies about one-eighth ot an inch 
thick and nailed to the cedar hoards. 
A.nd there were carvings of palm 
rees. flowers and cherubim, overlaid 
with gold, and decorated with rubies, 
emeralds and other precious stones. 
The people were not permitted to pass 
iito the temple — only the 
priests. 


Their duties took them into the large 
Irst room, but the small room beyond 
only the high priest was privileged to 
enter, and he could Jo so only on one 
day of the year — the day of Atone' 
ment. 
A heavy curtain of rich em- 


Droldery hung 
between those 
two 


rooms; the holy place, and the most 
holy place, or holy of holies. It was 
the veil (like that which was rent in 
twain at the time Jesus died upon the 
cross.) 


When was the temple dedicated? In 


October or November, B. C., 1005. It 
had been completed almost a year be 
fore it was dedicated. King Solomon 
having wisely set the time of dedica 
tlon for the Feast of Tabernacles when 
a great throng of people from every 
part of the land would he present in 
Jerusalem. 
In preparation for the 


dedication a high platform had been 
erected near the great altar, on which 
King Solomon could stand and be see: 
and heard by all of the people in th 
different courts. 
But at first the at 


tentlon of the people was directed to 
vrafd a company of Levites in th 
distance dairying ail that was left p
